I think something has to be done about clarifying 
the Ary indicies being reported by the NRC & IRCA- Unless I'm mistaken, nothing 
matches between the values reported at 18 minutes past the hour on WwV (04 45 
past on WWVH), the bar graph in the DX NEWS, & the listing by Pejza in IRCA's DXWW 
section - anyone else notice this? I had WHV stated values for Nov. 11-14 as 08, 
08, 03, & Ol. NRC's graph says, for the same dates, 15, 11,03,01. depending on 
how you interpoliate the y-axis. Pejza says 16, 10, 02, & Ol and Erickson 02, 0 
O41, & 02. another illustration of the discrepancy, on P. 2 of DX NEW for 11/27 
(vol. 39, #8) the writer (I presume GPN) says 11/21 Apr Was 06, & WWV gave it as 
10. I assume the writer picked it for 11/21-and not 11/20; WV is always a day 
behind, i.e. as I write this on 11/30 it is giving the 11/20 index as 04, I'm not 
trying to make anyon feel guilty or making catcalls at any club or indifidual; I 
am Just curious as to wiy the discrepancy. I think the Agy index is a useful 
a The 11/22-26 period had high values & good LA openings which I would not 
have been clued into otherwise: 19, 35, 21, 27, 15.

Simple explanation, Tom - the geomagnetic indices transmitted by WWV 
and those plotted here in IDXD of DXN are not the same quantities. 

As I said on page 4 of the June 19th issue of DXN (the first announce- 
ment of the WWV index): "The index transmitted will be the Boulder, 
Colo., A index; since Boulder and Fredericksburg are located on almost 
identical geomagnetic latitudes the values may be used interchangeably 
for our purposes, The values track very closely."' WWV's index is 

a measure of the disturbance of the Earth's magnetic field at Boulder 
and is called the Ago index; Ag is for Virginia. The values are 
usually very close but may T aiffer somewhat on some days by a 

few points. It's like measuring the daily average temperature in two 
cities a few hundred miles apart; the correlation will be quite close 
but there will be some variation day-to-day. The following graphs 
show how closely Ap, and Ag usually agree. In the first plot we show 
the relationship ‘T ° between the two values for particular 
days; if the values agreed exactly every day all the points would 
naturally fall on the diagonal line. The second graph shows the two 
index values over the span of about a month. The IDXD graph comes 
from the weekly report of the Space Disturbance Warning Center (or, 
equivalently, the NOAA teletype line); I do not know the origin of 

the values reported in IRCA, When our present space shortage here 

in DX NEWS is alleviated I'll run the rest of my aurora article which 
goes into relevant questions such as the best index for DX'ers, the 
relationship between A index and the location of the auroral absorpt-

When reporting, please list specifically what states the 
stations are in. I did get several reports just locating by area. 
Needless to say, the secreterial work here is rough enough let alone 
if I have to look up all the stations to find thex states. It's 
impossible. Secondly, I ask all of you to please list items from 
Section I-unIDs, or Section IlI-Formats in frequencial order. It 
makes things much easier. Third, I am trying very hard not to make 
this column too complicated, I am deliberately avoiding listing 
more criteria for unIDs and definitely the number of Format classifi- 
cations. If I added new ones for every change, the list might end up 
so long and so complicated that any results would be of use to no-one! 
Fourth, for my convenience I ask that reporters not use the two 
letter abbreviation system. I find it difficulk to decipher, and 
prefer that standard abbreviations, or what we use here be used. 

One more thing. This is the introduction of several abbreviations 
for the Formats Section. To help eliminate arguments any station 
where I get conflicting reports, and can not check, I will list with 
+ in the left hand column. A * denotes a change from previous listing, 
but really means that someone reported a different format than one 
listed in a previous issue.
